Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  Huyton-with-Roby  for  the  year  1966.  I am  happy  to  report  that  the 
health  of  the  district  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  the  previous 

year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  18.4  per  1,000  births  is  a decrease  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  adjusted  death  rate  shows  a slight  increase  to 
14.5  per  1,000  population  compared  with  13.1  in  1965.  I am  particularly 
happy  to  report  that  there  was  a decrease  in  the  infant  mortality  rate,  which 
was  18.7  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  22.7  per  1,000  live  births 
during  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  1966  in  England  and  Wales  was 
19.0.  No  maternal  death  was  notified. 

There  were  27  deaths  resulting  from  accidents  recorded  during  the 
year,  12  of  which  were  as  a result  of  road  traffic  accidents. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  carried  out  their  duties  in  a very  satis- 
factory manner.  Duties  in  connection  with  smoke  control  once  again 
occupied  much  of  their  time.  A summary  of  their  work  is  included  in  the 
body  of  the  report. 

Delegated  Health  and  Welfare  Services 

The  year  under  review  has  been  a very  satisfactory  one,  with  demands 
continuing  at  a high  level  in  all  services.  Details  concerning  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  various  Departments  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the 

report. 

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  expand,  particularly  in  its  work 
with  the  old  and  infirm,  and  the  Chiropody  Service  has  had  a busy  year. 
There  has  been  much  activity  in  connection  with  the  welfare  of  the 

handicapped. 

Immunisation  and  vaccination  against  the  various  infectious  diseases 
continues,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  as  many  children  as 
possible  are  protected. 

I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  excellent  work  that  has  been  under- 
taken during  the  year  by  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

I should  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  we  receive  at  all  times 
from  Dr.  S.  C.  Gawne,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  his  staff 

at  Preston. 

In  conclusion,  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement,  and  to  the  officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  at  all  times.

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DELEGATED  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  SERVICES 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Derby  Road  and  Twig  Lane  Clinics 
and  also  at  the  Community  Centres  at  St.  John’s.,  Merton  Crescent, 
Mosscroft  and  Willoughby  Road. 

The  Clinics  provide  for  the  routine  examination  and  weighing  of 
babies.  Advice  is  given  on  various  aspects  of  infant  welfare  to  mothers  of 
children  up  to  the  age  of  five  years. 

Increasing  emphasis  is  paid  to  early  detection  and  treatment  of  handi- 
capped children,  and  suitable  guidance  is  given  to  parents.  Close  co- 
operation with  hospital  and  family  doctor  service  is  maintained  in  this 
respect. 

Certain  brands  of  proprietary  foods  are  on  sale  at  the  Clinics  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  and  National  Welfare  Foods 
(Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil)  are  also  available.  During 
the  year,  9,614  items  of  Welfare  Foods  were  distributed  as  compared  with 
11,678  in  1965.

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Family  Planning 

A weekly  session  is  held  at  the  Derby  Road  Clinic.  This  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association. 
Although  the  service  only  started  in  November,  the  numbers  attending 
indicate  that  a necessary  need  is  being  met. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  is  re-imbursed  for  the  cost  of 
treatment  when  cases  are  referred  on  medical  grounds  by  either  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  local  Medical  Practitioners. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

These  are  held  at  Derby  Road  and  Twig  Lane  Clinics  and  are  attended 
by  Consultant  Obstetricians.  They  are  staffed  by  District  Midwifery 
Sisters  and  Health  Visitors.  The  mothers  are  able  to  meet  and  discuss 
their  problems  with  the  Midwives  who  will  be  attending  them  during 
their  confinement.  Patients  requiring  dental  treatment  are  referred  to 
the  Dental  Clinic  and  the  opportunity  is  taken  to  ensure  that  the  expectant 
mother  is  protected  against  poliomyelitis. 

Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  classes  are  held  at  both  Clinics.  At  these 
clinics  the  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  in  charge  have  received  special 
training  and  give  an  agreed  syllabus  of  talks  and  demonstrations  lasting 
several  weeks,  covering  all  aspects  of  the  confinement  and  early  infant 
care.

At  the  request  of  Maternity  Hospitals,  domiciliary  visits  are  paid  by 
Midwives  to  see  whether  the  home  circumstances  are  suitable  for  domicil- 
iary confinement. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

These  are  infants  whose  birth  weight  is  5|  lbs.  or  less.  Prematurity 
is  the  commonest  cause  of  death  amongst  infants  under  the  age  of  one 
year.  Health  Visitors  are  required  to  give  priority  to  the  visiting  of  such 
cases  and  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  midwife  in  attendance 
where  the  confinement  takes  place  at  home. 

85  premature  infants  were  bom  during  1966,  8 at  home  and  77  in 
hospital.

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Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  L.  A.  Jones,  L.D.S.,  Area  Dental  Officer,  Divis- 
ional Executive  No.  16,  for  the  following  report. 

As  in  previous  years,  dental  treatment  was  available  at  the  Clinics  for 
both  maternity  and  child  welfare  patients  and  for  school  children  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Health  Service  and 
Education  Acts. 

Owing  to  the  increased  School  population,  the  case-load  per  Dental 
Officer  of  6,142  was  higher  than  the  previous  year  (5,646)  but  was  again 
better  than  the  average  for  the  County,  which  was  7,083.  Again  there  was  a 
certain  amount  of  mutual  assistance  between  the  County  proper  and  the 
Delegated  District  with  regard  to  sessions.  One  part-time  Dental  Officer 
was  available  for  four  sessions  weekly  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  average 
number  of  weekly  sessions  by  Dental  Officers  at  the  Derby  Road  Clinic 
was  reduced  from  20  to  19  owing  to  commitments  in  other  parts  of  Divi- 
sion 9,  and  included  one  evening  session  which  was  well  attended. 

As  in  the  previous  year.  Routine  Dental  Inspection  was  maintained 
with  a total  of  6,965  compared  with  7,022  the  previous  year.  Of  these  3,378 
were  found  to  require  treatment  compared  with  3,164.  The  percentage  of 
defects  was  48  compared  with  45  in  1965.  The  interval  between  school 
inspections  was  again  rather  longer  than  desirable  but  compared  favour- 
ably with  the  County  average.  In  addition,  however,  the  inspections  at 
school  were  supplemented  by  a re-inspection  in  the  clinic  after  an  interval 
of  six  months  in  cases  where  children  had  accepted  a full  course  of  treat- 
ment. Further  treatment  was  then  carried  out  if  necessary.  The  early 
detection  of  dental  decay  is  of  vital  importance  and  dental  inspection  is 
available  at  the  clinic  by  request  and  is  encouraged. 

A consultant  anaesthetist  attended  an  average  of  one  session  per  week 

during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Orthodontic  Clinic  at  Twig  Lane  provided 
a service  for  Huyton  and  the  surrounding  County  areas  and  was  especially 
convenient  for  Huyton  children  requiring  treatment  for  dental  irregularity. 
A Specialist  Orthodontist  attended  this  clinic  for  an  average  of  3{  sessions 
per  week.  In  addition  142  attendances  were  made  for  the  treatment  of  minor 
orthodontic  conditions  at  the  Derby  Road  Clinic. 

Dental  Health  Education  continues  to  be  of  paramount  importance 
and  the  dental  services  are  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  of  the  clinic’s 
medical  staff  and  health  visitors  in  this  respect.  Continuous  and  varied 
displays  of  posters  in  the  clinic  were  supplemented  by  talks  to  parents 
and  children  at  every  available  opportunity. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  improvements  in  the  surgery  equipment 
continued  to  be  made.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  three  day  nurseries  in  Huy  ton  with  a total  of  130  places 
for  children  between  the  ages  of  9 months  and  5 years.  The  Nurseries  are 
open  from  7.15  a.m.  to  6.00  p.m. 

A standard  charge  of  9/-  per  day  is  made  for  the  first  child  and 
4/-  per  day  for  each  additional  child.  These  charges  may,  however,  be 
reduced  on  consideration  of  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  applicant. 

In  all  instances  priority  of  admission  is  given  to  social  cases.  These 
are  the  children  of  unmarried  mothers,  widows,  widowers,  and  children 
whose  parents  are  separated,  divorced,  or  who  have  deserted  them. 
Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  children  in  cases  of  illness  or  confine- 
ment. All  cases  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  before  admission.  Suit- 
able handicapped  children  may  also  be  admitted.  This  has  proved  beneficial 
both  to  the  children,  who  are  thus  able  to  mix  with  others  of  similar  age, 
and  to  the  parents,  who  are  enabled  to  have  a much  needed  rest  from  look- 
ing after  them. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  110  social  cases  on  the  register 
compared  with  1 1 3 last  year.  This  was  85  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
available  places. 

Princess  Drive  and  Park  View  Nurseries  are  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Education  for  the  training  of  students  for  the  National  Nursery  Exam- 
ination Board. 

Plans  are  still  going  ahead  to  replace  the  three  day  Nurseries  by  pur- 
pose built  buildings.

Midwifery  Service 

There  were  10  Midwifery  Sisters  employed  in  Huyton  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  of  these,  four  were  living  in  houses  or  flats  owned  by  the 
Council. 

The  purchase  of  cars  through  the  County  scheme  is  encouraged,  so 
that  all  the  Midwives  may  be  fully  mobile. 

During  the  year  there  were  1,388  live  births  and  32  still-births.  This 
compares  with  1,412  live  births  and  25  still-births  last  year. 

The  confinement  took  place  at  home  in  358  cases.  The  number  of 
visits  made  by  the  Midwives  in  1966  was  13,755  compared  with  15,749 
in  1965. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  hospital  beds,  increasing  numbers 
of  patients  are  discharged  before  the  tenth  day  after  confinement.  Close 
liaison  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department  and  Maternity 
Hospitals  to  ensure  that  such  early  discharges  are  made  to  homes  where 
the  conditions  are  suitable;  and  arrangements  are  made  for  a midwife  to 
visit  as  soon  as  possible.  The  number  of  early  discharges  during  the  year 
was  557.  This  is  123  more  than  last  year. 

Medical  aid  was  sought  on  1 occasion.  I wish  to  thank  the  General 
Practitioners  for  their  close  co-operation  during  the  year. 

The  County  Supervisor  and  her  Deputy  undertake  the  supervision  of 
Midwives  and  their  assistance  has  been  much  appreciated.

Congenital  Abnormalities 

Congenital  Abnormalities  continue  to  be  notified  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  so  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  may  have  full  information 
on  such  incidences.  This  information  has  been  requested  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  to  assist  him  in  research  into  the  incidence  of  abnormalities 
throughout  the  country.  In  Huyton  32  infants  out  of  a total  of  1,364  live 
and  still  births  were  noted  to  have  an  abnormality.  This  is  a rate  of  23.5 
per  1,000  total  births. 

Phenylketonuria 

Routine  testing  of  babies’  urine  at  10/14  days  and  at  4/6  weeks 
continued  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

In  1966,  1,104  tests  were  made  in  the  first  age  group  and  1,161  in 
the  second. 

Ascertainment  of  Deafness 

Routine  screening  of  as  high  a percentage  as  possible  of  all  babies, 
particularly  those  “at  risk”  continues  to  be  performed  by  the  Health 
Visitors.  Any  doubtful  cases  are  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  referred 
to  specialist  units  for  investigation  if  necessary. 


Health  Visiting 

The  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  now  includes  Health  Visitors, 
trainee  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses.  The  establishment  in  Huyton 
is  19  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  employed  was  16  which  figure 
included  13  Health  Visitors,  1 Health  Visitor  (part  time)  1 School  Nurse 
and  1 School  Nurse  (part  time). 

The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  now  embrace  the  care  of  the  whole 
family,  infants,  school  children,  the  aged,  and  handicapped  persons.  They 
also  visit  tuberculosis  patients  and  their  families. 
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As  the  Health  Visitors  are  also  school  nurses  there  is  continuity  of 
supervision  maintained  through  all  the  stages  of  the  child’s  development. 
Approximately  one  half  of  the  nurses’  time  is  devoted  to  the  School  Health 
Service. 

The  visiting  of  the  aged  in  the  community  is  an  important  part  of  the 
Health  Visitor’s  work,  and  during  the  year  2,695  visits  were  made  to 
persons  of  65  or  over. 

The  supervision  of  problem  families  is  also  an  important  part  of  the 
Health  Visitor’s  work  requiring  close  co-operation  with  other  workers, 
particularly  the  Children’s  Department  and  N.S.P.C.C. 

The  close  liaison  between  hospitals  and  the  Health  Department  results 
in  many  requests  for  visits  to  patients  recently  discharged  from  hospital 
who  may  require  some  measure  of  follow  up. 

Supervision  of  Health  Visitors  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Supervisor 
and  her  Assistant.  Their  help  and  advice  have  been  much  appreciated.

Home  Nursing  Service 

Seven  District  Nursing  Sisters  and  three  District  Nurses  were  em- 
ployed in  carrying  out  Home  Nursing  in  Huyton  in  1966.  In  most  cases 
their  services  are  called  for  by  General  Practitioners  with  whom  they  work 
in  close  co-operation.  A large  proportion  of  the  Nurses’  time  is  devoted  to 
the  care  of  patients  suffering  from  the  diseases  associated  with  advancing 
age,  and  it  will  be  appreciated  that  these  patients  may  require  longer 
periods  of  nursing  than  those  suffering  from  acute  illnesses.  Nursing 
equipment  and  Incontinence  Pads  are  supplied  without  charge  as  and 
when  required. 

The  Nurses  made  a total  of  26,479  visits  during  the  year,  compared 
with  26,319  in  1965.

The  Lancashire  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  with 
Voluntary  Associations  for  Moral  Welfare  for  the  admission  of  mothers 
and  babies  to  Homes  administered  by  these  bodies. 

During  the  year  15  expectant  mothers  from  Huyton  were  admitted 
to  such  Homes. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders’  Regulations  Act,  1948 

This  Act  requires  the  registration  of  Factory  Nurseries  and  persons 
engaged  in  child  minding.  There  are  no  Factory  Nurseries  in  Huyton, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  4 persons  were  engaged  in  child  minding. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  Welfare  Clinics,  in  Schools,  and  by 
General  Practitioners. 

Diphtheria  Immunusation 

The  total  number  of  children  who  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria 
during  1966  was  1,441  compared  with  1,524  in  1965.  A booster  dose  was 
given  to  1,278  children  as  compared  with  1,454  in  the  previous  year. 


Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

A total  of  1,021  children  were  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough 
during  the  year,  compared  with  1,180  in  1965.  Booster  doses  were  given  to 
64  children.  53  children  received  booster  doses  last  year. 


Tetanus  Immunisation 

There  were  1,332  primary  courses  of  protection  against  tetanus 
completed  in  1966.  In  1965  the  number  of  these  was  1,401.  Booster  doses 
were  given  to  820  children  compared  with  849  in  1965. 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  total  number  of  persons  who  completed  a course  of  vaccination 
was  1,487  compared  with  1,790  in  1965.  Booster  doses  were  given  to  1,073 
persons,  compared  with  1,043  in  1965.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

All  mothers  with  young  children  are  advised  to  have  their  children 
vaccinated,  and,  as  with  the  other  preventive  measures,  facilities  are 
available  at  the  Clinics,  or  through  General  Practitioners. 

A total  of  629  persons  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  in  1966, 
compared  with  547  in  1965.  There  were  166  re-vaccinations  as  against 
70  last  year.

Prevention  of  Illness — Care  and  After  Care 

This  includes  Health  Education  and  propaganda  of  an  advisory 
nature  directed  towards  the  prevention  of  illness  and  accidents,  advice 
regarding  immunisation,  and  on  many  subjects  bearing  on  child  care. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  who,  by  reason 
of  close  contact  with  the  families  in  her  district,  is  able  to  give  individual 
help  in  the  home.  Talks  are  given  in  the  clinics  and  schools  and  to  various 
organisations;  these  are  reinforced  by  distribution  of  pamphlets,  the 
display  of  posters,  and  where  appropriate  by  showing  of  films. 

A great  many  of  the  accidents  which  happen  to  older  people  and  young 
children  may  be  prevented  by  some  forethought,  and  staff  engaged  in 
Nursing,  Health  Visiting  and  the  Home  Help  Service  are  constantly 
reminded  of  the  part  they  can  play  in  preventing  accidents  by  pointing 
out  dangers  in  the  home. 

In  order  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  Home  Safety  to  a wider 
public,  the  opportunity  was  again  taken  of  co-operating  with  the  Huyton 
Road  Safety  Committee  in  their  Gala  Day  in  July.  I am  indebted  to  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  Health  Education  Department  for  the  exhibit 
which  attracted  a great  deal  of  attention. 
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I am  pleased  to  report  that  once  again  there  was  close  co-operation 
with  the  schools  in  the  latter  part  of  October  in  preventing  accidents  due 
to  fireworks. 

The  growing  habit  of  smoking  among  school  children  causes  concern, 
and  the  Department  is  engaged  in  propaganda  by  means  of  posters  and 
leaflets. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

There  is  very  close  liaison  with  both  Whiston  and  Broadgreen  Hos- 
pitals. This  has  proved  very  valuable  in  that  the  appropriate  Services  e.g. 
District  Nurse  or  Home  Help  may  be  provided  with  the  minimum  of 
delay  when  a patient  is  to  be  discharged  from  hospital.  These  Services 
often  enable  a patient  to  be  discharged  earlier  than  would  otherwise  have 
been  possible. 

Convalescent  Treatment 

Convalescent  treatment  may  be  recommended  by  General  Practitioners 
or  by  hospitals. 

For  adults  a charge  is  made,  according  to  a recognised  scale.  Under 
the  School  Health  Service  there  is  no  charge  made  for  children  of  school 
age.  Transport  may  be  provided  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  convalescence  was  arranged  for  10  patients  in  ap- 
proved Homes  in  Lancashire,  Cheshire  and  North  Wales.

Tuberculosis 

The  Chest  Clinic  in  Blue  Bell  Lane  is  administered  by  the  Liverpool 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Consultant  Physician  is  Dr.  R.  H.  M.  Ross. 

The  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  patients  and  their  families  is  carried 
out  by  the  Health  Visitors  who,  by  their  regular  visits  to  the  Chest  Clinic, 
are  in  close  touch  with  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  patients.  Their  work 
includes  the  follow-up  of  contacts  and  giving  advice  on  the  principles  of 
hygiene  and  the  prevention  of  infection. 

Assistance  given  to  Tuberculosis  patients  includes  extra  nourishment 
(on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician),  the  provision  of  items  of 
nursing  equipment  and  of  beds  and  bedding.  Cash  grants  may  be  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance. 

Domestic  assistance  may  be  provided  through  the  Home  Help  Ser- 
vice. Home  Helps  attending  such  households  are  volunteers  and  undergo 
periodic  X-Ray  examinations. 
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Forty  cases  were  provided  with  eggs,  butter,  milk  and  Horlicks 
during  the  year.

Chiropody  Service 

This  service  provides  free  treatment  for  persons  of  pensionable  age, 
handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers. 

Sessions  are  held  at  Derby  Road  and  Twig  Lane  Clinics.  If  the 
patients  are  not  able  to  attend  there  they  may  be  treated  at  home. 

Three  part-time  chiropodists  were  employed  in  Huyton  in  1966. 

A total  of  4,319  treatments  were  given  as  against  4,076  last  year,  and 
the  number  of  patients  treated  rose  from  834  to  909. 

The  number  of  patients  requiring  domiciliary  treatment  also  increased, 
and  1,254  home  treatments  were  given  compared  with  1,087  in  1965.

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Home  Help  Service 

The  Service  continues  to  expand  and  provides  indispensable  help 
to  many  of  the  chronic  sick  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm. 

There  were  117  Helps  working  in  Huy  ton  at  the  end  of  the  year 
compared  with  103  at  the  end  of  1965.  The  total  number  of  cases  who 
received  help  during  the  year  was  654,  that  is  40  more  than  last  year.  Three 
cases  received  help  from  the  service  at  night,  and  fourteen  in  the  evening. 
The  number  of  old  people  requiring  help  rose  from  436  in  1965  to  496 
in  1966. 

The  Organizer  and  her  Deputy  regularly  visit  the  cases  receiving 

help. 

The  standard  charge  for  the  service  is  5/-  an  hour.  Applicants  pay 
according  to  their  means. 

Each  year  since  1963  a series  of  lectures  have  been  held  for  the  bene- 
fit of  Home  Helps  and  of  the  service  but  in  1966  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  Education  Officer  arrangements  were  made  for  a series  of  evening 
classes  on  Housecraft  under  the  guidance  of  a qualified  teacher.  These 
classes  were  well  attended  and  proved  to  be  a great  success.  It  is  hoped  to 
continue  on  similar  lines  in  1967. 

In  many  cases  a few  hours  of  help  in  the  week  may  enable  old 
people  to  maintain  their  independence.  The  availability  of  help  is  often 
a factor  in  earlier  discharge  from  hospital,  thus  relieving  the  pressure  on 
hospital  beds. 

The  combined  use  of  District  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  Home  Helps 
and  Voluntary  Organisations  does  much  to  help  the  long-term  patient. 
It  has  been  found  possible  in  many  cases  to  keep  such  cases  at  home,  when 
without  the  help  of  the  various  services  they  would  have  to  be  admitted  to 
the  chronic  wards  of  our  local  hospitals. 

The  table  below  indicates  the  type  of  case  for  which  Home  Help  was 
provided  during  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
Service  is  devoted  to  providing  help  to  the  chronic  sick,  aged  and  infirm.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Mental  Health  Act  of  1959  has  now  been  in  operation  for  six 
years. 

Mental  Illness 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  patients  may  be  admitted  to  a 
Psychiatric  Hospital,  or  indeed  to  any  other  hospital,  without  legal  formal- 
ities being  employed.  The  Act  also  provides  for  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  where  necessary  upon  medical  recommendation. 

The  Mental  Health  staff  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  psych- 
iatric hospitals  and  clinics  in  the  district. 

An  increasing  number  of  patients  are  admitted  to  hospital  on  an 
informal  basis,  who  do  not  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority.  In  these  circumstances  it  is  difficult  to  present 
a comprehensive  review  of  mental  illness  in  the  community.

MENTAL  SUBNORMALITY 
Admissions  to  Hospital 

The  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  the  mentally  subnormal 
is  still  totally  inadequate,  and  during  the  year,  only  3 children  and  2 adults 
were  admitted  into  permanent  care. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  8 patients  were  awaiting  hospital  accommodation 
and  in  addition  hostel  accommodation  was  required  for  one  person.

There  were  81  patients  from  Huyton  attending  at  the  end  of  the  year; 
41  in  the  Junior  Department  and  40  in  the  senior. 

In  the  Junior  section,  which  takes  children  up  to  16  years,  the  em- 
phasis is  mainly  on  social  training.  The  children  have  lessons  in  painting, 
model  making  and  dancing.  They  are  taught  to  do  simple  household  tasks, 
and  older  members  do  handicraft,  e.g.  making  rugs,  mats  and  papier 
mache  goods. 

The  musical  group  started  for  the  junior  members  in  1964  was  again 
invited  to  take  part  in  the  Youth  Music  Festival  at  the  Philharmonic  Hall, 
Liverpool.  The  children  once  again  received  a splendid  ovation  and  this 
year  succeeded  in  winning  a cup  and  a certificate  of  merit. 

In  the  Senior  Section,  training  is  given  in  light  engineering,  wood- 
work and  painting,  etc.  Good  progress  has  been  maintained  in  regard  to 
industrial  contract  work,  and  the  trainees  are  paid  an  incentive  bonus. 

The  Social  Club  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  which  started  in  1963 
is  well  established  and  very  popular  with  the  members.  It  is  registered  as 
a Youth  Club,  and  this  helps  with  the  provision  of  staff  and  equipment. 
The  special  bus  for  the  handicapped  is  in  regular  use  on  club  nights  and 
helps  in  transporting  members  who  live  a distance  away.  Some  60  mem- 
bers (from  the  age  of  16  upwards)  attend  the  weekly  sessions.  The  various 
activities  include  billiards,  table  tennis  and  other  games. 

Refreshments  are  provided,  and  after  these  a Bingo  session  is  held 
with  small  prizes  for  the  winners. 

Many  voluntary  organisations  and  private  individuals  help  in  the 
running  of  this  Club.  Without  their  assistance  it  is  doubtful  whether  it 
could  continue  and  I wish  to  thank  them  all  for  their  generosity.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  125  registered  blind  persons  and  27 
partially-sighted  persons.  A total  of  960  home  visits  were  made  by  the 
Home  Teacher.  Lessons  in  Braille  and  Moon  were  given  in  the  homes. 

The  blind  and  partially-sighted  people  meet  twice  a week.  About  20 
were  brought  by  special  bus  to  the  social  on  a Tuesday  and  30  attended 
the  handicraft  class  on  a Thursday  where  a variety  of  cane  and  knitted 
articles  were  made. 

During  the  year  12  wireless  sets  and  eleven  Talking  Book  Machines 
were  distributed,  bringing  joy  and  interest  to  the  people  concerned. 
Fifteen  bus  passes  and  12  free  wireless  licences  were  also  issued. 

In  June,  41  Blind  people  and  their  guides  had  an  enjoyable  day  at 
Rhyl  and  in  September  the  half-day  at  Pickmere  Lake  was  a great  success. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  his  lady  (Councillor  and  Mrs.  R. 
Arden)  and  Mrs.  L.  Price,  Superintendent,  Home  Teaching  Society  for 
the  Blind,  Liverpool,  were  present  at  the  annual  Christmas  Party.  About 
70  people  attended  and  were  entertained  by  the  Cy  Ferguson  Group. 

In  the  summer  months,  16  blind  people  and  their  guides  were  helped 
to  have  a holiday  at  the  Henderson  Holiday  Home  in  Blackpool. 

The  Voluntary  Organisations  helped  in  many  ways.  Huyton  Round 
Table,  Huyton  Rotary  Club,  and  the  Huyton  Council  of  Social  Services, 
have  our  many  thanks. 

OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 

The  duties  of  the  Occupational  Therapist  include  visiting  the  handi- 
capped persons  in  their  homes,  giving  advice  regarding  employment  and 
suggesting  appliances  and  modifications  to  domestic  fitments.  Adaptations 
to  property  such  as  the  widening  of  doors  to  take  wheel  chairs  and  the 
provision  of  ramps  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Occupational  Therapists’ 
work. 

At  the  end  of  1966  there  were  274  persons  on  the  register  and  a total 
of  550  home  visits  were  made.  Adaptations  were  carried  out  in  14  cases 
at  a total  cost  of  £882.  Six  of  these  were  in  connection  with  supplying  a 
Ministry  of  Health  vehicle. 

The  special  bus  is  still  in  use,  though  its  life  is  very  limited.  Lancashire 
County  Council  have  not  yet  provided  a specially  built  coach,  but  I under- 
stand that  one  is  on  order  for  use  in  both  Division  9 and  Huyton. 

Huyton  Disabled  Persons’  Club  meets  regularly  twice  weekly.  The 
membership  is  65.  Various  activities,  including  a trip  to  Morecambe  and 
a Christmas  Party  were  arranged  during  the  year.  The  Committee  of  the 
Club  is  doing  a large  amount  of  work  in  arranging  these  activities. 

The  luncheon  club  continues  as  a useful  means  of  physical  and  social 
rehabilitation.  From  October,  the  club  met  once  per  week.  Students 
studying  housecraft  at  the  College  of  Occupational  Therapy  gave  help  at 
the  club  and  thus  gained  clinical  experience. 
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The  Huyton  Disabled  Drivers’  Club  has  been  poorly  supported 
during  the  year,  and  as  a result  the  club  has  been  suspended  for  12  months. 

Swimming  Club  sessions  were  held  weekly  at  Dovecot  baths,  and 
during  the  summer  holidays,  at  Widnes  baths.  Students  from  the  college 
of  Occupational  Therapy  give  assistance.  Alder  Hey  Hospital  have  a 
session  at  the  same  time  in  Dovecot  Baths,  and  there  is  excellent  co- 
operation between  the  Hospital  and  Health  Department  Staffs. 

In  September,  21  patients  were  taken  on  holiday  to  Butlin’s  Holiday 
Camp,  Pwllheli.  The  special  bus  and  other  transport  were  used  to  take  the 
patients  on  holiday,  and  they  were  accompanied  by  students  from  the 
College  of  Occupational  Therapy,  and  the  Occupational  Therapist. 

There  is  very  close  liaison  between  the  Department  and  our  local 
hospitals  and  many  of  our  patients  are,  of  course,  under  hospital  super- 
vision. Every  endeavour  is  made  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the 
Hospital  Consultants,  with  regard  to  adaptations  and  aids.  I wish  to  thank 
the  Huyton  Architect,  Mr.  Chappelle,  and  his  staff  for  their  help  during 
the  year  in  carrying  out  this  specialised  work. 

The  voluntary  organisations  have  once  again  given  most  generous 
assistance  in  many  ways,  and  I wish  to  thank  the  Huyton  Rotary  Club, 
Inner  Wheel,  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  the  Red  Cross,  Huyton 
Council  for  Social  Services,  Huyton  Old  People’s  Welfare  Council,  and 
the  students  of  the  Huyton  School  of  Occupational  Therapy  for  their  help.

The  water  supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation 
of  Liverpool,  and  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Water  is 
supplied  from  the  public  mains  as  follows
